No not at all.When the Oi scandal and backlash came we were a bit 
w orrie d but it never affected us .We never got a skinhead following. 

WERE YOU PLEASED WITH YOUR TWO SONGS (3ETIEE*S A SLAG and FIR0*S; 

ON THAT LP ? 


The cover was crap but it sold 23,000 copies and got us some recog¬ 
nition. Didn't get any money out of it though. 

WHAT WAS YOUR NEXT RELEASE ? 

A 5 t rack EP.OnGBR again cos we had had no record company offers. 

WHY DTD YOU PUT * TOMMY KOWEY'S CAR* ON IT AS, IT HAD BEEN OUT BEFORE? 
Cos the first single out very quickly and we had loads of requests 
for its re-release.We were really pleased with the EP but it made no 
money even though it sold a few thousand copies. 

TELL ME ABOUT SIGHING TOEKI. 

We got offers from EMI,Secret and No Future.We were a bit naive and 
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chose EMI because of its big reputation.We knew we wern’t getting 
a good deal but it was the best we’d ever had.Anyway we couldn’t 
afford to put out another record ourselves -we’ve only Just fjjr- 
-ished paying for the BP*

The SUBHUMAN'S formed in April 1980 from the ashes of the Stupid Humans 
the oassist soon left to be replaced by Grant from Audio Tofture .Bruce 
sang for a w hile until Dick joined.Then they were offered a single 
deal with ‘Shock Treatment* Records in February 81 .However the 
company soon went bankrupt and Andy the drummer left,.but was quickly 
replaced by Trotsky,a 15 year old hippie who completed the present 
line-up.Meanwhile Flux of Pink Indians,having heard their three tracks 
on the ‘New Criminals* tape offered to finance an EP on their newly 
formed Spiderleg record label.The Subhumans have since recorded three 
EPs for Spiderleg ‘Demolition War*,‘Reasons for Existence* and *R»lig- 
-ous Wars *.

AWTHRAX first started play¬ 
ing in 1979 with another grou 
the X-cretas,in the Gravesend 
area.After a while they did a 
short tour with Conflict and 
since then have supported DIRT 
on their gigs.Their only record release to date was a track on 
Bullshit Detector Volume 2 although they have just recorded a single 
for Crass called 'Capitalism is Cannibalism* f?lus another single.They 
have been linked with Crass but Anthrax do not class themselves as an 
anarchist band.They are however heavily anti-war and feel that war is 
an event nobody wants,but everyone in some way contributes to the 
creation of of war,being conditioned to feel that it*s something that 
has to be done.Their lyrics certainly reflect this attitude - listen 
to 'All the wars' on the* demo tape.Lyrically they are influenced by 
Crass but they like a wide range of other bands,Lurkers,Iron Maiden, 
Ha wkwi nd,Blitz etc. 

AITTHRAX have recently made a demo tape 
and,to be honest,it has to be the best 
demo I've ever heard and one of the best 
things of this year.Musically they remind 
me of Flux although Anthrax have a much 
stronger drumming sound.This band is no 
Crass rip-off. 

The tape starts with 'All the wars' 
which is simply brilliant,a bloody 
stormer (look at the 1Q32 top 30).The

UPROAR are four lads from Peterlee/Easington in County Dirham.Formed 
about two years ago (as the Demented ) they have played most of their 
gigs in and around Sunderland.They're a really talented young band 
but should concentrate more on writing their own material .2 think 
that they play too many covers,even though they do them well.They play 
"Belsen was a gas"(god knows why so many bands play that- its 
fucking crap),"tomorrow*s girls","Dead Cities","Sex and violence . 

The set also usually opens with "Punk's not dead" to get the crowd 
going.I must say that the scene is in a bad way if you have to play 
Exploited songs to excite the crowd.Still UPROAR'S own songs are very 
good with more of al$77 punk sound.After a lot of hard gigging, 
often playing with the Public toys and the legendary Redundants.thev 
came to the attention of Blackpool's Lightbeat record label (home of 
the Fits).They recently played "the second Blackpool punk festival 
and have a four tracfc EPout soon,as well as a track or two on th 
Liehtbeat "total anarchy" compilation.

Some say that the roots of punk rock lie on the otherside of the 
Atlantic.You must have read about all these knobheads in HMB saying

bands were influenced by the likesjlggy Pop and the Stooges,the MC5, 
the Velvet Underground,the Kew York Dolls and of course the wonderful 
Ramones.Were these the first punks -quite possibly ,I'll let you 
decide for yourselves.However they were all American.If you mention 
the USA to many people noy f , they think that their punk starts and ends 
with the Dead Kennedys.Of course this is just not true.Granted,punk 
as we know it took a while to establish itself in the States but when 
it did it was there to stay.At the moment there's ahell of a lot of 
excellent bands over there and,'most important of all,many of these 
groups are so much better than half of the shit calling itself punk 
in this country.Even Worse,Necros,Adrenalin 0D,Agent Orange,OH 3, 

Red Rockers,Social Unrest,SS Decontrol,Jerry 1 s Kids, DO A andSRattfered 
Faith are just some of the names which should be on everyone's leather 
jackets.But they're not.Why,because the music press has chosen to 
largely ignore them.Even Garry Bushell,the glorious leader of punk 
(tee-hee) prefers to review Tank and Twisted Sister Ips.The fanzines, 
the only truly honest music press,through no fault of their of their 
own,have also forgotten the American 'scene' 

And so,here we haveit.a regular feature^(perhaps the first in any 
UK *zine) devoted to American record reviews.And remember Igot all 
these records in this country so you can too.Probe,Penny Lane,Volume 
etc are all good for imports as are the mill order columns in Sounds. 
However a review ,no matter how good,can never replace your own 
opinion.So take care,imports are not cheap,try and get the shop to
